THE ARBITRATION ACT, 1934 


tration Bill which was to be known thencefor- 

ward as ‘“‘ The Arbitration Act, 1934”; and, 

further, together with “the principal Act’ (that 
is, the Arbitration Act, 1889) and the Arbitration Clauses 
(Protocol) Act, 1924, and the Arbitration (Foreign 
Awards) Act, 1930, to be known as “the Arbitration 
Acts, 1889 to 1934.” 

The new Act is of great importance to architects, 
engineers, surveyors and builders ; since, first, so much 
of existing case-law regarding arbitration has evolved 
from decisions made in the settlement of disputes 
arising out of and under building and engineering 
contracts ; and, secondly, because so many of these 
contracts contain definite clauses providing for arbitra- 
tion as the method of settling disputes connected 
therewith. 

It will be recalled that in the 1931 Standard Form of 
Building Contract there appear alternative arbitration 
clauses A and B, one or other of which is to be struck 
out, leaving the other as operative. Clause A provides 
that the contractor under the contract may, within 14 
days of the receipt of the architect’s written decision as 
given upon any matter, raise a question upon such 
written decision of the architect by written notice to the 
architect, and the dispute shall then be referred to the 


T= passed into law on May 17 last an Arbi- 


_ arbitrator named in the contract. Clause B provides 


that with the exception of certain matters enumerated, 
which are.to be left to the sole discretion of the architect, 
and upon which his word is final, every dispute arising 
under the contract must be referred to the arbitrator. 
The new Act amends many clauses of the Act of 1889, 
and generally the law relating to arbitration ;. these 
amendments being for the most part based on the 
Report, dated March, 1927, of the Committee appointed 
to explore the law of Arbitration (the MacKinnon report). 

The new Act, then, comes into force on January 1, 1935, 
and the chief amendments to which we shall refer, and 
which are of most concern to the readers of The Builder, 
are those dealing with the effect upon an arbitration 
agreement of the death or bankruptcy of any of 
the parties to it; the removal of arbitrators and 
umpires, or the revocation of their appointment ; the 
carrying to an expeditious conclusion the proceedings ; 
the power of arbitrators or umpires to order specific 
performance of contracts and to make interim awards ; 
the granting of relief when an arbitrator is stated not 


to be impartial, or where the dispute involves a question - 


of fraud; and the application of the Statutes of 
Limitation in respect to the time beyond which the 
commencement of arbitration proceedings may not be 
deferred. 

A building or engineering contract does not come to 
an end by the death of one of the parties to it, but the 
contract of the architect or engineer with the employer 
(being a personal contract and one of agency) auto- 
matically terminates on the death of either the 
employer or the architect. Hitherto at common law 
the death of a party to a submission operated as a 
revocation of the authority of the arbitrator, unless 
the submission expressly, or impliedly, provided for the 
contrary. It followed that the legal representatives of 
the deceased could not hitherto be bound by the sub- 
mission to arbitration. The new Act provides that an 
arbitration agreement is not to be discharged by the 
death of a party to it, nor is the authority of the 
arbitrator to be revoked by the death of any party by 
whom he was appointed; but that the legal repre- 
sentative of the deceased is bound thereby. 

The new Act further provides that if a trustee in 
bankruptcy adopts the contract on the bankruptcy of any 
of the parties thereto, and the said contract contains an 
arbitration agreement, this is to be enforceable against 





the trustee in bankruptcy in so far as any difference 
which comes within the arbitration agreement is 
concerned. 

The powers of the Court in respect to an arbitrator 
removed for any reason, or whose appointment has been 
revoked, are very much strengthened by the new Act. 
The Court is empowered to appoint a person to act as 
sole arbitrator in place of the person or persons re- 
moved ; or to order that the arbitration agreement 
shall cease to have effect with respect to any particular 
dispute referred. 

The new Act provides that when the agreement is 
for the reference to be to three arbitrators, the award 
of any two of them shall be binding under whatever 
conditions of time or place that decision is made. 
This is in accordance with modern legislation and pro- 
cedure. Also when the reference is to two arbitrators 
they must appoint an umpire immediately after they are 
themselves appointed. This arrangement must result 
in a saving of expense and avoidance of delay to the 
parties. Moreover, the criticism has often been passed 
that two arbitrators alone in this combination merely 
function in the proceedings each as advocate for the 
party whe nominated him, and that in most cases they 
did not therefore give any real assistance to the umpire 
except as each pleading the cause of his nominator ; and 
this is now met, and should be silenced, by this arrange- 
ment for the umpire to function from the outset. 

The new Act contains living powers for the Court to 
relieve one type of complaint which in the past has so 
often been made, namely, that of lack of despatch on the 
part of arbitrators and umpires. Hitherto, the length 
of time taken by an arbitrator or umpire before making 
his award was, under the Act of 1889, in practice so far 
under his own control that he could, from time to time, 
enlarge the time, with complete impunity, until death 
relieved him of the responsibility of making the award 
at all, and the parties, meantime, had little, if any, 
redress. Now the Court may remove an arbitrator or 
umpire who fails to use all reasonable despatch in enter- 
ing on, and proceding with, the reference and making 
an award expeditiously. 

Interim awards can also be made; and provision is 
made for a case to be stated for the decision of the 
Court not only on any question of law arising in the 
course of the reference, but in respect also to the award 
(or any part of the award) ; and also on any question 
of law arising in the course of a reference in respect to 
an interim award ; and all this holds notwithstanding 
that proceedings under the reference may be still 
pending. Further appeal lies from the decision of the 
Court to the Court of Appeal. 

Under the new Act interest is due on a sum directed 
to be paid by the award unless the award otherwise 
directs, as from the date of the award, and at the same 
rate of interest as that on a judgment debt. Certain 
provisions are made as to costs and of taxation of the 
fees of arbitrators or umpires; and woe betide the 
arbitrator who shows partiality, for if he does, as also 
where the dispute referred involves a question of fraud, 
the Court has power to revoke the submission to 
arbitration. 

A most important section of the new Act is No. 16. 
Hitherto it was questionable whether the Statutes of 
Limitation applied to arbitrations; now there remains 
no doubt in this matter. After six years has elapsed 
from the date when the cause of action under the 
arbitration commenced, the arbitration agreement is 
automatically determined and no further steps under 
that agreement can be taken by any one concerned. 

We are convinced that the present increasing popular- 
ity of arbitration in building and engineering disputes 
will be greatly stimulated by the help of the new Act. 





























































NOTES 


AFTER the great efforts 
which were made to save 
Waterloo Bridge, it is 
extraordinary that no 
voice should be raised in 
protest against what is now happening. 
That a great national monument such 
as this should be broken up and carted 
away to form garden ornaments or, 
worse still, to be pounded into aggre- 
gate, is perhaps in accord with barbaric 
tradition, but does little credit to a 
civilised community. Even now some- 
thing might be done to preserve the 
bridge in part. Would it not be 
possible to store the piers, abutments, 
voussoirs, columns and other parts of 
the bridge that yet remain, with a view 
to their re-embodiment in some appro- 
priate position in a higher reach of the 
Thames ? It is certain that cross-river 
communications will have to be in- 
creased as time goes on, and the oppor- 
tunity might well arise for the re-use 
of some of the arches of Waterloo 
Bridge, thrs perpetuating an historic 
monument and providing a_ useful 
bridge at economical cost. Failing 
this, it should at least be possible to 
preserve and re-erect elsewhere intact 
the one arch that remains unmutilated

a memorial to him was unveiled by Sir 
Giles Scott, R.A., President of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects. 
The tablet, which we illustrate on 
page 5, was designed by Mr. W. Godfrey 
Allen, F.R.I.B.A., Surveyor to the 
Cathedral, and was executed by Mr. 
Laurence Turner, and may be con- 
sidered a fitting memorial to an able 
architect whose conscientious work as 
Surveyor to the Cathedral for so many 
years is not likely to be forgotten. 
During the short service, which was 
conducted by Dean Inge, Sir Giles un- 
veiled the tablet, and in the course of 
a brief address said it was in memory of 
an architect whose opportunities for 
creative work were not commensurate 
with his ability, but who was likely to 
be remembered for his efforts in archi- 
tectural research and _ preservation.

ALL those who know the 


The value of parks and open 
Foundling spaces in a city, especially 
Site. in a residential area and 


where play space is needed 
for children and young people, will 
rejoice to know that the remainder of 
the old Foundling site in Bloomsbury 
has now been secured and that there is 
no longer any danger of building opera- 
tions destroying a beautiful part of 
London. This happy result has been 
made possible by the help in large part 
of individual benefactors, but the help 
of the Governors of the Foundling 
Hospital and the L.C.C. has made 
possible the purchase of those portions 
of the site not previously secured. The 
Governors of the Hospital have decided 
to purchase at a cost of £100,000 the 
extreme northern section of the site 
and to continue their welfare work for 
children. The L.C.C. Education Com- 
mittee recommend the Council to make 
a grant not exceeding £50,000 for the 
purchase of the small remaining area, 
the layout of a children’s playground 
and other purposes. Sir Harry Mallaby- 
Deeley is the “anonymous donor ” 
(mentioned at the Mansion House 
meeting last February) of the last 
£36,000 of the £186,000 originally agreed 
upon as the price. 


Tue Town Planning Com- 
mittee of the West Sussex 
County Council is inves- 
tigating the proposal to 
develop West Wittering. 
There is much opposition to the pro- 
posal from all those who love Chichester 
Harbour and its surroundings. Ap- 
parently the Ecclesiastical Commis- 
sioners are responsible for the proposal 
to reclaim an area of about a hundred 
acres of foreshore on the east side of 
the Spit, at the entrance of Chichester 
Harbour, by means of a timber barrier 
and embankment. An inquiry is at 
present being conducted by the Board 
of Trade as to the foreshore and as to 
how far the proposal will affect the use 
of the Channel down to the sea. But 
the far wider question of the amenities 
of the district has been submitted to the 
Town Planning Committee, both of the 
Chichester Rural District Council and 
of the County Council. Some local 
residents consider that it is an exag- 
geration to say that the scheme would 
ruin local amenities, and are in favour 
of the draining of the marsh land.

Better old bad housing conditions 
— of Scotland are being 
Scotland, SWept away is conveyed 


in reports which the De- . 
partment of Health for Scotland are 
now receiving on completed housing 
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schemes. Three recent reports deal 
with schemes carried out by Ayr County 
Council, Ayr Town Council, and Alloa 
Town Council, and indicate the ad- 
vances now being made in housing con- 
ditions in Scotland. At Annbank in 
Ayrshire, the County Council have 
replaced a whole village. The old village 
of Annbank was made up of tumble- 
down houses, without cultivated gar- 
dens or plots, and with very primitive 
sanitation ; these have all gone and 
their place has been taken by an entirely 
new village of 190 houses. The new 
houses are well-planned on modern 
lines and are laid out, complete with 
gardens and plots, in an attractive 
way. The Ayr Burgh scheme, at Loch- 
side, is regarded as a model of attractive 
planning and layout on modern lines. 
The scheme consists of 208 houses, and 
the attractive appearance of the houses 
has been achieved mainly by judicious 
variation of design and treatment and 
the use of materials of varying texture 
and colour. The Town Council have 
laid out rockeries at prominent points 
and have planted trees and shrubs in 
the open spaces. They have also pre- 
sented prizes for the best kept gardens 
and have encouraged the tenants to 
make the most of their new surround- 
ings. The Alloa housing schemes are 
also regarded as models. They show 
how, by a high standard of design and 
use of colour variations, both on rough- 
cast and woodwork, drabness can be 
eliminated. The planting of trees and 
shrubs have helped here also. The 
Town Council of Alloa have earned 
special praise for their housing work.

Architects and Registration. 


Sir,—What is the object of the Registra- 
tion Council? Why the imposition of fees, 
and the demand for money to keep names of 
architects upon some record?

It 
was presumed by many that passing the 
examination of the R.I.B.A. was some 
guarantee that he was an architect.

Does it imply that a qualified architect is 
only to be recognised as a capable practitioner 
so long as he keeps paying, not only three 
or five guineas annually, but retention fees?

Rural Housing Needs: The Case for 
State Assistance. 


Srr,—May I call attention to the present 
serious shortage of agricultural cottages in 
many parts of the country? There can 
be no doubt as to the evils and abuses that 
arise from this shortage. Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain, for instance, has declared 
that :— 

““Side by side with the development of 
our agricultural resources, ‘substantial im- 
provement must be made in the adequacy 
and quality of the housing accommodation 
provided for the worker on the land. It 
would be idle to claim that housing in the 
country districts is all it should be. We 
know quite well that this is not so. There 
is much overcrowding.”’ 

Since the war, practically the only contri- 
bution to agricultural housing—apart from 
the reconditioning scheme under the Housing 
(Rural Workers) Acts—has been the pro- 
vision of 29,000 new cottages in agricultural 
parishes under the Wheatley Housing Act 
of 1924. This last-mentioned scheme was, 
most. unfortunately, terminated by the pre- 
sent Minister of Health in December, 1932. 

The Housing (Financial Provisions) Act, 
1933, which was designed io encourage pri- 
vate enterprise to erect houses to let at low 
rents, has proved a_ disastrous failure. 
According to a reply given by Sir Hilton 
Young in Parliament on June 14, 1934. 
guarantees have been given under this Act 
hy Rural District Conncils in respect of only 
330 houses up to March 31, 1934. It was 
also stated that the average weekly rentals 
(exclusive of rates) of these houses. was 
Qs. 7Td.—a figure far beyond the capacity 
of agricultural labourers, who require dwell- 
ings at inclusive rents ranging from 4s. 6d. 
to 6s. 6d. Further, during the year ended 
March 31, 1934, the 535 Rural District Coun- 
cils in England and Wales only provided the 
paltry total of 265 houses without State 
assistance. 

In view of all these circumstances, I sub- 
mit that the Government should make amends 
for their blunder in terminating the Wheatley 
scheme by promoting legislation without 
delay whereby adequate Exchequer assist 
ance may be given to Rural District Coun- 
cils for the necessary provision of agricul- 
tural cottages at cheap rentals. Stringent 
regulations might well be imposed to ensure 
that the assisted cottages are actually reserved 
for the agricultural population.

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TUDOR FIREPLACES AND SMOKY CHIMNEYS 


By JAMES STANWORTH. 


Tue beauty of the elaborately ornamented 
Tudor fireplaces found in many country 
houses is often marred by their association 
with apparently incurable down-draught. 
Although such smoky chimneys fall naturally 
into two groups—those with too big and those 
with too small a chimney—there are numerous 
subsidiary factors which complicate matters. 
The action of a fire is very similar to that of 
a pump, drawing air from the outer atmo- 
sphere and delivering it up the chimney. In 
a room with free access of fresh air the 
volume of air leaving the room by the 
chimney is equal to the sectional area of the 
chimney-pot muitiplied by the velocity of the 
ascending current. Neglecting friction and 
wind action, the velocity depends on the tem- 
perature of the flue gases and the height of 
the chimney top above the grate. In most 
cases, however, the fresh-air inlets consist of 
narrow crevices whose total area is consider- 
ably less than that of the flue. As the fire 
has to ‘‘ balance its budget,’”’ the volume of 
air going up the chimney is limited to the 
amount of air it can draw through the fresh- 
air inlets. This state of affairs results in the 
room having a lower air pressure than it 
ought to have, and, to follow the previous 
analogy, the ‘‘ exchequer’’ is low. In the 
absence of disturbing factors, such as wind, 
this precarious, hand-to-mouth state of affairs 
is quite stable, and the pull-up in the chimney 
is balanced, almost, by. the downward pull 
due to the low pressure in.the room. ” 

When a wind blows across the chinméy-top, 
it exerts a suction on the gases in the flue. 
To meet this increased ‘‘ expenditure,’’ more 
air must be provided by the fresh-air inlets, 
but these, being narrow crevices, require an 
appreciable time to balance the increased ex- 
penditure, and during this interval the 
pressure in the room becomes dangerously 
low. The pressure, and consequently the 
suction at the chimney-top, varies with every 
alteration in wind velocity, being lowest 
during the gusts and highest during the lulls. 
A wide chimney allows instantaneous trans- 
mission of these variations to affect the fire. 
If the pressure at the chimney-top is 
momentarily greater than that in the room, 
air is drawn down the chimney, constituting 
a down-draught. A narrow flue, or one with 
a bend or .two, acts as a kind of balance- 
wheel, or a choke coil in wireless, and pre- 
vents sudden changes in pressure being trans- 
mitted to the room. 

With a modern fire, the obvious remedy 
would be to make the total area of the inlets 
equal to that of the flue, either by increasing 
the one or by diminishing the other. As most 
of these old houses are already draughty 
enough to make hooded grandfather chairs 
and screens a necessity, it would appear that 
lessening the flue by a taper chimney-pot 
would be the better of the two alternatives. 
Before deciding on the two alternatives, 
another aspect of the problem must be con- 
sidered, or one may jump from the frying-pan 
into the fire. 

The size of the opening of the fireplace has 
a definite relation to the size of the flue 
required to carry off the products of combus- 
tion. In a modern fireplace most of the air 
passes either through or over the fire, and is 
restricted in quantity by the size of the open- 
ing; but with a Tudor fireplace a large quan- 
tity of air (some of which has its tempera- 
ture raised very little) is drawn into the fire- 
place and mixed with the products of com- 
bustion, so the flue has to be large enough 
to deal with this increased quantity of air. 
The relation between the size of the opening 
and that of the flue may be expressed mathe- 
matically, but as a number of the factors do 
not admit of accurate measurement, and 
depend on the shape of the throating and its 
distance above the arch, and the extent of 
eddy currents in the fireplace, each case re- 
quires separate study. As a very rough 
approximation, the height of .the chimney 
multiplied by its area (both in feet) should 





equal the area of the hearth multiplied by 
the height of the bressummer, again in feet. 
One must, therefore, be careful about reducing 
the area of the flue unless the area of the 
fireplace is also reduced proportionately, or 
a permanent smoky chimney will replace one 
which at present is at least ‘‘ good in parts.” 
No attempt has been made to deal with the 
problem in detail; there are usually a 
number of subsidiary factors in each case 
which must be considered. It is not sufficient 
to provide fresh-air inlets: they must be 
placed in the proper positions, or they may 
be worse than useless. I have been called in 
to advise on a number of these Tudor fire- 
places, and my conclusions are due to careful 
study of cases which appeared to be bewitched 
and to follow no law of physics. 

To summarise : The draught up a chimney 
is controlled by the area of the inlets and 
outlets and is limited by the lesser of the 
two areas, which is usually the inlets; air 
always moves from a higher towards a lower 
pressure area; the heat from a small fire is 
quite sufficient to carry off. the products of 
combustion unless some other factor intro- 
duces extra resistance; the wind has an im- 
portant bearing on the problem and may 
produce unexpected effects; however be- 
witched a chimney may appear, all the factors 
are acting along definite laws of physics, to 
which there are no exceptions. 


CLAY BUILDING 


‘ A BUILDING material once fairly common in 
East Anglia, and still used locally, is a form 
of unbaked brick called ‘clay bat.’ The 
procedure was as follows. A mixture of clay, 
chalk, small ‘stones and grit, together with 
chopped fibrous matter such as straw and 
grass, was pounded up with water into a 
thick paste. When almost dry, this was cut 
up into blocks measuring generally 18 by 
6 by 6 in. and dried in the sun. The 
small stones and grit in the material pre- 
vented it from cracking when dry. 

When hard and dry the blocks were used 
in much the same way as properly baked 
bricks, except that they could not be used 
for foundations. A foundation of flint or 
baked brick had to be prepared for the clay 
bat to rest upon, so as to protect it from 
damp. The bricks were laid with cement, 
which served as a thin dampcourse round 
each piece. When the wall was raised to the 


required height it was plastered with a cream

of chalk and clay on both sides, and some- 

times tarred as a further protection. 
Although reasonably sound and sufficiently 

strong to take a roof, these clay walls were 


not vermin proof. Too frequently they be- 
came riddled with rat holes above the solid 
foundation, and even dangerous of collapse 
on that account. Many partial remedies. 
could be effected, such as fixing small. gauge 
wire netting over the walls, or even tarring. 
it extra thick round the bottom, but no com- 
plete cure was possible that rendered the 
walls vermin-proof and simple to construct. 

Cottages were often built partly of clay 
bat, but its most usual use was for farm out- 
houses and barns, etc. Certainly in Essex 
and Suffolk, where timber-framed cottages 
were the usual dwellings of the peasantry in 
the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, 
much of the plastering was done with clay. 

At North Pickenham, near Swaffham, in 
Norfolk, there was a special allotment of 
ground called the Clay Allotment in use as 
late as 1843, and probably much later, for 
the express purpose of digging clay for the 
repair of houses in the parish. To-day, 
North Pickenham still possesses many of 
those clay-built cottages, while the district 
abounds in barns and sheds of the same 
material.

MINISTRY OF HEALTH DECISION. 


A CORRESPONDENT writes as follows :— 

A decision of importance to all builders 
under the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act has just been announced by the 
It concerns a proposal 
made by a London surburban firm to develop. 
the Brooks’ Hill Estate at Testwood. This 
is on the main Southampton-Salisbury road 
on high ground overlooking the Test Valley. 
The area is entirely agricultural, surrounded. 
hy large estates, and is unprovided by any 
public services. It was proposed to develop 
60 acres for houses and shops at twelve to 
the acre. The New Forest Rural District. 
Council, which is preparing a_ planning. 
scheme in conjunction with the Hampshire 
County Council and a neighbouring rural. 
district, refused permission to proceed under 
Sections 15 and 16 of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1932, on the grounds that. 
other land was available, danger to health 
through lack of services, and in the interests. 
of local amenities. 

At the public inquiry, evidence was given 
by Alderman Furley, the chairman of the 
Town Planning Committee, Mr. W. D. 
Braithwaite, the chairman of the Rural Dis- 
trict Council, the County Planning Officer, 
and representatives of neighbouring land- 
owners. Evidence was given that the Rural 
District Council had applied for a loan to 
sewer part of its area. It was argued that 
scattered building outside the proposed 
sewered area must be checked, and that the 
proposal, if approved, would necessitate the 
provision of other costly services, such as the 
provision of a school, lighting, policing, and 
street development. The chairman of the 
New Forest and District Joint Planning Com- 
mittee stated that the planning scheme must 
protect the fringes of the New Forest, and’ 
that ample alternative land for building 
existed nearer to Southampton. 

Mr. K. 8. Dodd, M.C., A.M.I.C.E., the 
Inspector of the Ministry of Health, who 
held the inquiry, reported to the Minister, 
who decided that he would support the Rural 
District Council in refusing permission to. 
develop. The decision is of considerable 
significance. The site is in an area which is 
included in the planning scheme now being 
prepared by the New Forest and District 
Joint Planning Committee. At a time when 
there is so much outcry against sporadic 
building and ‘‘ ribbon’? development, and 
appeals for more legislation and fresh power, 
it is worthy of note that in this area good 
use is being made of existing powers, and 
that the Minister of Health is ready to sup- 
port local authorities.

“Tf we have not art, we shall just perish 
for ever.’’—LerHaBy. 

Scrence has made so great a contribution 
to progress in almost every sphere of human 
activity that it has upset the old recognised 
standards of the relative place of utility and 
beauty in the life of the people. In archi- 
tecture, sculpture, and painting, beauty ap- 
pears to have ceased to be a goal, and, if 
attained at all, is to be looked upon as an 
accident, or rather a matter of little or no 
importance. 

Education in art, as in other spheres of 
‘human enterprise, has now attained a state 
of organised rationalisation which could 


never have appeared possible, or even 
sega 4 desirable, to our forefathers, and 
yet with it all, although the general average 


may be higher in certain departments, we 
cannot claim to have surpassed the best 
efforts of the great medieval masters. 


We may take it that, when such buildings 
as Durham, Lincoln and Ely Cathedrals, and 
Dundrennan and Sweetheart Abbeys were 
‘built, there was no such thing as an exact 
knowledge of graphic statics, mechanics, and 
strains and stresses as we know them. Cen- 
turies of trial and error gave a traditional 
understanding and appreciation of thrusts, 
loads, and tensions, and the builders must 
have felt by instinct and by weighing up their 
visual impressions what was safe and unsafe 
structurally ; and so far as effects of harmony 
and beauty are concerned, with all our 
assumed superiority, to-day we can rarely 
find a real fault or suggest an improvement 
‘in the works of these old craftsmen. 


The art expression of a nation is a wonder- 
ful thing, and holds some subtle mystery that 
so far has never been truly revealed to even 
the keenest searchers. The archeologist can- 
not be said to be ideally equipped for the 
discovery, for he rarely has that special train- 
ing as a designer which would reveal the 
psychological processes in the evolution of 
styles and periods. So far as Gothic archi- 
tecture, sculpture, and painting are concerned, 
the deeper one studies the subject the more 
perplexing it becomes. The marvel of 
‘structure, form, symbolism, detail, romantic 
beauty and unity cannot be explained in 
words, but must be felt by diligent search 
and by an attempt to relate the results to the 
minds which produced them. 

The great activity between the years 1100 
and 1500 which produced thousands of master- 
pieces during these centuries cannot be ex- 





plained in terms of mere dexterity of various 
specialists, for the ability to do the right 
thing, which we talk of as traditional, which 
1s really doing the right thing in the right 
place at the right time, seems to have been 
almost if not absolutely universal. In our 
castles and towers we find the same sense of 
achieved beauty and rightness even in the 
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the most uncultured (in the modern sense) 
of our forefathers had by birthright and in- 
tuition. Apart from the greater conveniences 
and comforts which our mastery of the 
physical world has given us, we are in many 
respects the losers by the revolutionary 


changes of the last century. 

The problem cannot be considered apart 
from the religious, social, political, economic 
and psychological conditions of the various 
epochs. 
education, 


It is obvious that education, as 


mere plays a much less part

selection of the sites. (See Smailholm Tower.) 

Durham Cathedral and Romsey Abbey, to 
take two Norman examples, could not be 
surpassed by any modern designer for that 
perfect feeling of beauty in mass, composition, 
scale of parts to tle whole, light and shade, 
texture and surface; in fact, they are alto- 
gether lovely: eternally beautiful because 
of their inevitability. They seem to have 
emerged from the unconscious by some 
natural process in harmony with the Divine 
Mind. It would almost seem as if the 
Almighty has so ordered the Universe and the 
work of man that, so long as man used the 
materials supplied direct by Nature, he could 
not go wrong, but, when he found out the 
possibilities of steel, concrete, and the count- 
less multitude of synthetic substitutes and 
products of recent years, he was deprived 
of that natural instinct for beauty which even

in producing art than is generally sup- 
posed, and it is to be questioned if even 
such education as is now generally accepted 
as the ideal form of education can be 
considered to have froved its utility and 
common-sense in ths cause of progress. 
Durham and Romsey, which we have referred 
to as outstanding examples of the period 
immediately preceding the flowering of 
Gothic, were no doubt perfectly fitted for the 
uses and functions which they were erected 
to fulfil, and in the structural and artistic 
sense it is doubtful if there was any real 
extravagance in their production. It may be 
that the very limitations of the opportunities 
of self-expression gave the medieval 
designers and craftsmen greatly increased 
powers to draw their energy from the uncon- 
scious by reason of the _ concentration 
through limited channels of self-expression. 
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Reading, speech, play and social activities 
must have been very much restricted com- 
pared with present-day opportunities. 


In the department of sculpture, the portals 
of Chartres, the carvings of the Angel Choir 
at Lincoln and West Walton certainly prove 
that whatever were the conditions under 
which the medieval craftsmen worked, they 
were such as would appear to have produced 
a continuously inspired state of mind. The 
men who produced such work could not have 
been underfed, unhappy or discontented and 
could not have been living unnatural or 
immoral lives, as some writers would have 
us believe. Whatever the social conditions 
under which these geniuses lived, they 
cannot have been altogether bad even from 
our modern hygienic standpoint. This is 
surely a reasonable deduction. Does this not 
provide a clue for our instruction? The 
marvel of it all is that within that unity 
of the whole we find an individualism which 
possessed a freedom which we think we have, 
but have not. True freedom is only found 
with the acceptance of the limitations 
imposed by the quality and character of the 
mediums employed. All other freedom is 
merely snuliadotnat licence. 


In painting as in architecture and sculpture 
the same principle holds good. There must 
be a unity of conception, produced either 
from an inspired mind or a mind which by 
training and culture has either consciously 
or unconsciously mastered the control of the 
energy and forces streaming from the uncon- 
scious. Where this is instinctive we have 
genius; where it is merely conscious we may 
have the work of a great scholar. If we 
could discover the ideal way of living and 
method of training we should have no waste 
of human endeavour and labour, for every 
man would produce the best of which he is 
capable. sychologists and art masters 
might turn their attention to this aspect of 
the problem with profit to mankind—the 
nature and cause of the energy of the uncon- 
scious as expressed in medieval and modern 
art. There must have been some very real 
process of sublimation in the minds of the 
art workers of medieval times : 


‘*Who can direct when all pretend to 
know?”

LXXVI.—ARE THE PANELS SUCCESSFUL? 


That the Advisory Panels of Arthitects 
are achieving success in increasing measure. 


Sir,—The setting up of Advisory Panels to 
guide local authorities in the exercise of their 
powers under the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act presents a difficult problem to those 
who desire to measure exactly their purpose. 
There are indeed two points of view which 
must be studied, although there is nothing 
to prevent those two points of view being 
parallel. There is that of the architect who 
has taken a most active part in making this 
recent legislation operative, and there is that 
of the public of whom the architect is also a 
member. 


With regard to the first, the architect as 
a member of the public is indeed seriously 
concerned with the damage which the ameni- 
ties have suffered by ill-designed building, 
and as he is conscious of his powers as a 
trained man to do better than the untrained, 
there is in this fact alone an incentive to 
seek a bigger share in the design of building 
work throughout the country. 


As an architect, also, with a professional 
point of view, he is anxious to extend the 
field of activity open to him. Such a ten- 
dency would add considerably to the stability 
of the average country practice, arid if this 
point of view arrives mainly from the per- 
sonal angle it cannot be called reprehensibly 
selfish, because any trade or profession which 
serves a real social purpose is entitled to seek 
the fullest outlet for its energies. It will be 
seen, however, how very much in line these 
two points of view become for the individual 
who really believes that trained designers 
could produce more comely architecture than 
the untrained, and this point of view is 
shared not only among architects themselves 
but among those of the cultured people of 
the country. In fact, the Town and Country 
Planning Act has been specifically designed 
from this angle. 


In discussing, however, the motion tabled 
above, it is perhaps not unreasonable to 
adopt this particular point of view, and I 
am assuming that. my opponent will not 
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quarrel with me on this point. It, therefore, 
remains to see whether the work of the 
Advisory Panels which have been set up is 
satisfactorily fulfilling the purpose designed 
for them. First from the architect’s point 
of view : reports come in from many districts 
where the Panels are in operation to the effect 
that many plans which have been referred 
back for amendment on the Panel’s advice 
are being re-submitted by practising archi- 
tetts and thus definitely extending the field 
of activity which the country architect has 
hitherto enjoyed. This, surely, is a most 
encouraging thing to report, because it is 
certain that a building based on a clean plan 
and a sound design is more likely to improve 
the landscape than one thrown together from 
insufficient documentary data. These are 
very early days, and it is remarkable that at 
such a stage it should be possible to report 
such an excellent result, and one which 
should be welcomed in both professional 
circles and those of the enlightened layman. 
A more difficult aspect of the question 
arises when the work of a trained man does 
not find favour among his fellows on the 
Panel. Such occasions are rare, but when 
they arise they arouse such strong feelings 
that the event is bound to become advertised 
beyond its real importance. Such a case is 
that of Ruislip which we have all heard a 
great deal about. A pair of small houses has 
caused intense feeling among architects them- 
selves, who are divided into two distinct 
camps. On one side it is suggested that the 
Panels were never appointed to criticise archi- 
tects’ work, since this must involve personal 
preference between one set of principles and 
another, which should not enter into the law 
of the land. On the other, it is claimed that 
the question of architects or not is a secon- 
dary consideration when attempting to pro- 
tect the amenities, and that the cause would 
suffer severely if an exception were made in 
the case of plans prepared by an architect. 
I do not propose to enter into an argument 
upon the merits or otherwise of the Ruisli 
design, but I do agree very strongly with 
the point of view that the Panels must be 
free to decide to the best of their powers 
what is detrimental to the amenities of the 
countryside and what is not. That seems to 
me the crux of the Ruislip question, and 
unless the good faith and ability of the 
Panels is accepted without question, their 
work must be seriously hampered. The 
Ruislip case shows that this point of view 
has been supported, and I claim that that 
result is further evidence in support of the 
motion. OSITIVE. 





NEW BUILDINGS AT OXFORD. 


Interesting details of the chief buildin 
activities in Oxford are given in the officia 
report on the University, circulated recently. 
This states that the chief building activities 
during the year are to the credit of the 
women’s societies. The completion of the 
chapel and hall gives Lady Margaret Hall a 
block of new buildings, which, for distinction 
and originality, need fear comparison with 
nothing in Oxford. 

Somerville College has now completed the 
rebuilding of Woodstock Road frontage to 
the designs of Mr. Morley Horder. _ It is 
constructed of pleasant grey stone; and clever 
use has been made of an awkward site. A 
gatehouse and council room now face the 
road, with undergraduates’ rooms in the 
quadrangle behind; two arches in line allow 
of a vista through to the main block of build- 
ings. 

Mr. Hughes has been successful in creating 
for the Taylorian extension in St. Giles a 
building which, though lower and smaller, 
blends harmoniously with its parent. The 
internal equipment, including a new lecture- 
room, is admirable. 

The Radcliffe Science Library, the first pro- 
jection of the Bodleian extension, is beginning 
to take shape on the museum site opposite 
Keble. It appears to be a simple and ade- 
quate stone building, but will not be com- 
pleted for some months.

The Town Planning Institute 
Regulations have been revised in consultation 
with the Competitions Committee and will 
bear the following footnote: ‘‘ These Regu- 
lations have been framed in consultation with 
the Royal Institute of British Architects.” 


‘* Directions to Assessors’’ and ‘‘ Answers 
to Questions.’’—Upon the recommendation of 
the Competitions Committee it has been 
agreed to insert a note in the “ Directions to 
Assessors’ drawing attention to the desira- 
bility of ensuring that questions received 
from competitors should be submitted to the 
assessor by the promoters in an anonymous 
form. 

The Constitution and Functions of the 
Public Relations Committee.—A memorandum 
defining the functions of the Public Relations 
Committee was approved and will be pub- 
lished. 

Membership of the Public Relations Com- 
mittee.—It was decided to invite the four 
Standing Committees each to appoint one 
member to serve as an ex-officio member of 
the Public Relations Committee.

St. Alphege Parish Hall, Southwark. 

The new Parish Hall of St. Alphege Church, 
Southwark, has been erected on a site in Rush- 
worth-street, replacing an older building which 
had been condemned as unsafe. The new 
hall is somewhat different from the majority 
of similar buildings, as a home had to be 
provided for about seventeen various parochial 
organisations, and the hall had to be designed 
to fulfil not only the purposes of a parish 
hall, but also to be suitable for public use. 
The parish is very poor, and money for the 
maintenance of the building was to be partly 
found from fees in letting the hall for various 
functions organised outside the parish. Con- 
sequently those portions of the building which 
would be occupied for public as well as parish 
purposes had to be planned in strict accord- 
ance with London County Council require- 
ments affecting places of public entertain- 
ment. 

The accommodation provided comprises the 
main hall, 50 ft. long by 40 ft. wide, with 
large stage and dressing-rooms situated on 
the first floor, and on the ground and mez- 
zanine floors rooms have been provided for 
men’s and girls’ clubs, Boy Scouts, Girl 
Guides, gymnasium, billiards room, canteens 
and bathrooms. The main elevation is faced 
with hand-made multi-coloured bricks, the 
plinth and door surround being formed with 
Staffordshire blue bricks sandwiched between 
artificial Ketton stone to create a _ strong 
colour contrast and band as a base for the 
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Dressings to window openings are 
cherry reds’’ picked from the 
Checker pat- 


building. 
formed with “ 
bulk as delivered on to site. 
terns have been introduced by using the 
lightest and darkest toned bricks. The re- 
maining elevations are faced with London 
yellow stocks, the dressings to door and win- 
dow openings being formed in malms. 

The chief feature internally is the treat- 
ment of the main hall on the first floor. The 
whole of the walling is faced with Midhurst 
white bricks, with skirtings, stringcourses, 
arches and caps to pilasters picked out with 
blue Midhurst bricks and red tile slips. The 
architrave to the proscenium opening is 
formed with similar bricks used in a checker 
pattern, with guilloche pattern in glazed tiling 
inserted to form a rope pattern. This brick 
surround commences from the stage floor level 
with an interesting arrangement of blue and 
white bricks in receding planes in alternate 
vertical courses, and the modelling is very 
effective. The ceiling has been executed in 
plaster on expanded metal attached to the 
curved tie beams of the steel roof trusses. 
The cost of the building was £10,000. 

Messrs. Milner and Craze, L.R.J.B.A., are 
the architects, who also designed all the fix- 
tures and fittings. 


Flats, ‘‘ Woodstock Court,’’ Oxford. 


A site of over four acres in the residential 
quarter of Oxford is at present being de- 
veloped for the erection of four blocks of 
flats. The first block, comprising twenty 
separate flats, is already built and occupied, 
and a second block is to be commenced 


21 
almost _immediately. The flats are being 
arrafiged around a central court which is to 


be laid out into lawns and gardens. The 
scheme also includes for a number of private 
lock-up garages and tennis courts. 

The buildings are fireproof in construc- 
tion, being faced with a red hand-made brick 
with raked-out joints and reconstructed stone 
dressings. The roof is covered with natural 
red Bridgewater tiles. Two separate entrance 
halls are provided to each block, ten flats 


being accessible from each entrance by stair- 


case or electric lift. Each flat is equipped 
with a service lift, continuous hot water, a 
gas cooker and refrigerator, and electric 
power points, and is entirely self-contained, 
with its own kitchen, bathroom and _ hall. 
Three types of flats are provided for in the 
scheme; those on the first floor have a 
spacious balcony accessible from the living 
room and larger bedroom. 

The general contractors for the first block 
were Messrs. J. Parnell & Son, of Rugby, 
while the principal sub-contractors included :

Government House, Cyprus. 

Government House, Nicosia, Cyprus, now in 
course of erection, replaces a semi-permanent 
structure of similar lay-out which was de- 
stroyed by fire in the disturbances in 1931. 
The design, which has been slightly enlarged 
since the illustrations published in this issue 
were prepared, consists of a main block of 
two floors, containing reception rooms with 
bedrooms over with two further floors con- 
taining bedrooms in the tower, and two single- 
story wings containing official apartments and 
kitchens respectively. 

The design is Cypriote in character, and is 
to some extent modelled on a delightful 14th- 
century monastery at Lambousa, near 
Kyrenia, on the north coast. The structure is 
primarily of stone, the walls being two feet 
thick on the ground floor further to cool the 
building. The materials used are local as far 
as the resources of the island permit, the re- 
mainder being throughout of Empire origin. 
The stone is from Yerrolakko, some twenty 
miles away. 

Owing to the prevalence of earth tremors 
in Cyprus the foundations have been taken 
down some eight feet on to a stratum of Tufa 
rock, and are lightly reinforced beneath the 
footings. For the same reason steel windows 
are used throughout. 

The building, which is estimated to cost 
£25,000, is expected to be in occupation by 
the Governor, Sir Richard Palmer, in 1935. 
The architects are Sir Aston Webb and Son, 
and the building is being erected by the 
Fublic Works Department of the Cyprus 
Government. Mr. J. V. Hamilton, 
A.R.I.B.A., is the resident architect. 


Highlands Housing Scheme, Crouch Hill, N. 
this housing scheme has been carried out 
for the Metropolitan Borough of Islington. 
The area of the site is 1/10th of an acre. The 
number of flats is 71. Each flat has a separate 
scullery, bathroom and W.C., and most of 
them have their own private balcony. Each 
flat has a gas copper, gas cooker, deep sink, 
draining-board, food and coal cupboard. Hot 
water is supplied from an “‘ Ascot ’’ water 
heater. The living-room and one bedroom in 
each flat is heated by a coal fire, and in other 
rooms heating is by means of gas fires. Stair- 
case walls are tiled, all other walls are plas- 
tered and distempered. The floors are of rein- 
forced concrete on the ‘‘ Expamet’”’ system, 
covered with wood flooring except to scul- 
leries, which are laid with granolithic. There 
are cupboards in all bedrooms. The average 
cost per flat was £438. The front elevations 
are faced with multi-coloured facing bricks, 
with rubbed brick arches and ‘‘ Snowcrete ”’ 
rendered concrete bands and cornices. The 
back elevations are- faced with . sand-lime 
bricks pointed in ‘‘ Snowcrete’’ cement. The 
general contracts were Messrs. Gee, Walker 
and Slater, Ltd., and various materials were 
supplied by the following firms :—Cement 
Marketing Co., Ltd., red facing bricks; Greve- 
bury Brickworks Co., Ltd., sand-lime bricks; 
the Expanded Metal Co., Ltd,, steel rein- 
forcement for floors; A. E. Sandilands, electric 
lighting; Clark, Hunt and Co., Ltd., wrought- 
iron railings and stoves; R. H. and J. Pear- 
son, Ltd., baths, sanitary fittings; Alfred 
Syer, stoves; Carter and Co., Ltd., wall tiling ; 
Shillitoes Concrete Specialities, Ltd., grano- 
lithic work; Enfield Stone Co., artificial stone ; 
Gas Light and Coke Co., gas installation; 
Crittalls, Ltd., metal windows.

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WORKING-CLASS TENEMENTS : FOREIGN DESIGNS 


PAPERS AT STEELWORK CONGRESS. 

Two papers, describing types -of con- 
struction of working-class tenements, were 
read before the International Congress for 
Steel Development on June 21, at the Insti- 
tution of Civil Engineers. The Earl of 
Dudley was in the Chair. 


Flats in Rotterdam. 

The first, by Mr. T. Elshout (Holland), 
dealt with a block of nine-story working-class 
flats in Rotterdam; a feature being that 
all the component parts were made ready in 
advance in factories and then assembled op 
the site. The available building plot was 
advantageous for the erection of a nine-story 
block of flats, and steel-frame construction. 
said the speaker, offered the best economic 
possibilities. On each story there were eight 
dwellings, giving a total for the block of 72 
flats. On the entrance floor there was a 
single-story building, in which a pair of 
shops were located. The total built-up area 
amounted to about 6,220 sq. ft., the area of 
the available site being 16,500 sq. ft. Under 
40 per cent. of the site had thus been built 
over. 

As one of the greatest advantages of the 
frame system was speed, steel construction 
was chosen for the frame, as it could he 
manufaetured while the foundations were 
being ‘prepared. Foundations were formed 
with a cellar of concrete carried on a grid 
of wooden: piles, each about 50 ft. long and 
driven untit7 ft. under ground level. For 
the steelwork, the new standards of the 
Dutch Standardisation Office were used. 
Some interesting designs had resulted. The 
bays of the main frame, which took all ver- 
tical loads and wind forces, coincided with 
the dividing walls of the flats. Each bay 
consisted, in section, of three columns, one 
each in the external wall and one centre 
column. The diagonal bracing between the 
flats took up the wind forces, and the wind 
members were arranged in the cavities of the 
dividing walls between dwellings. These 
walls consisted of two insulative leaves of 
3 in. pumice bricks. This stiffened the 
whole dividing wall and protected the steel- 
work against fire. The central columns were 
built up of two channels, and the main steel 
joists passed through the columns and sup- 
ported the timber floor beams. The floor 
joists were encased for fire protection. The 
columns in the outer walls were broad flanged 
beams. The building had balconies 5 ft. 
wide on both sides. The eastern balcony 


gave access to the main staircase and the 
lift: the western'one was divided into pri- 
vate balconies for each dwelling. Those bal- 
conies were supportcd by special broad- 
flange columns, also connected together by 
channels. Between those channels pre-cast 
pumice concrete slabs were laid. ; 

An example of the value of pre-fabrication 
of component parts was given by the fact 
that, as the slabs were placed immediately 
after erection of the steelwork, they could be 
used as working platforms during the rest 
of the work. A finishing layer of concrete 
with terrazzo surface was laid on the slabs 
after the enclosure walls had been completed. 

All the floors were of 3 in. planking on 
7; in. by 3-16 in. beams, spaced at = Bes 
2 ft. centres on the main steel beams, with a 
ceiling of reed and plaster on timber laths. 
Two of the floors were made fireproof, with 
a ceiling of 2-in. of concrete on expanded 
metal. At the northern end was the main 
staircase, the treads were of pre-cast con- 
crete blocks, carried in steel channel sections 
and finished with a hard top layer. Adjacent 
to the staircase was the lift, in the shaft 
of which the various service pipes were 
earried. The outer walls of staircase and 
lift shaft were glass. On the southern end 
of the building there ‘was an emergency 
staircase of all-steel construction. 


External Wall Construction. 

For the external wall construction wooden 
frames were used, ready-made in a factory 
with the windows. To prevent draughts 
steel sashes with opening sections were 
adopted for the upper part of the windows. 
The spandrils of the timber frames consisted 
of 4 in. hot-galvanised steel sheets, un- 
painted. Behind the sheets there was an air 
space of 3 in., and then an internal lining of 
pumice-bricks, 35 in. thick, plastered and 
papered. For the end walls the difficulty 
was that the very high wall was much ex- 
posed to rain. That was surmounted by 
carrying the walls at each story on a hori- 
zontal steel channel. The outside leaf con- 
sisted of a half-sandlime brick and the in- 
side of pumice-bricks. Between those two 
there was a } in. layer of asphalt and bitu- 
men, which made the construction abso- 
lutely watertight. The partitions between 
kitchen, w.c., and sleeping-rooms were of 
pumice concrete 23 in. thick. The living- 
rooms were separated from the two sleeping- 
rooms by timber partitions with sliding 
doors. Central heating was provided in the

form of one large radiator in the living- 
room, of sufficient heating capacity for two 
rooms. There was a centralised rubbish 
shoot of galvanised sheet with a hopper on 
each floor 

The total weight of the steel frame was 
about 145 tons—that was about 0.885 lb. per 
cu. ft. occupied room, or 0.6 lb. per cu. ft. 
total content. The complete building, inclusive 
of electric light, central heating, rubbish 
transport, etc., worked out 8d. per foot at 
par of exchange. The rents varied between 
£2 3s. 4d. and £2 11s. 8d. per month. For the 
dwellings at the southern end a small extra 
charge was made of 14s. per month. Use of 
the lift was free; during the day there was 
a full service. Every tenant had a key and 
used the key himself when not operated by 
the attendant. The cost of heating, from 
October 1 to April 1, was 10s. per dwelling 
per month. Every tenant had free use of a 
closed storage-space in the cellar of about 
5 it. by 7 ft. for bicycles, perambulators, 
etc. Further, there were, in the basement, 
washing and drying rflaces, which every 
tenant could freely use, with hot and cold 
running water. 


The Drancy Flats, Paris. ‘ 

A paper by M. Beaudouin (France) was 
then read by M. Lods, in which. were de- 
scribed the working-class flats which have 
been recently erected at Drancy, near Paris.* 
In these a new principle of lightweight wall 
construction has been employed which has 
given, it is claimed, remarkable results. As 
a result of the immense populations of our 
towns, the paper stated, coupled with the 
enormous densities and rise in land values, 
we were faced with the necessity of pro- 
viding ourselves with high buildings, of 
large content, standing on restricted bases 
The result must inevitably be the use -of 
steel frames for all buildings, designed 1m 
accordance with modern industrial practice 
To prevent culpable waste, scientific dis- 
position of all material employed must be 
the keynote of future building. 

The system, which is the invention of a 
French engineer, M. Mopin, was described as 
follows :—Process 1.—A skeleton of steelwork 
is erected, which, until it is stiffened by the 
concrete casing, precast floors and walls, etc., 
is not capable of carrying the ultimate total 
load. This skeleton also acts as the only 
scaffolding required for all subsequent erec- 
tional work. 

Process 2.—The floor panels are laid, the 
beams being stiffened by a minimum of con- 
crete poured in situ. These floors then form 
platforms on which work proceeds for the 
erection of the wall. 

Process 3.—The wall units and window 
frames are put in position. ‘The walls may 
be described as vertical floors, and, when 
resisting horizontal wind stresses, act in 
exactly the same way. 

Though knitted closely by ties to the 
skeleton steelwork at all floors and stanchion

joints, the walls were self-supporting 
throughout: their entire height. So int- 
mate was the connection that all loads from 
floors, roofs, etc., were distributed through 
the composite supporting unit formed by the 
walling and steelwork acting harmoniously 
together. It was in this last characteristic 
that the great economy and efficiency of the 
system was claimed to lie, since, in 
normal methods, design was based on the 
assumption that the skeleton structure alone 
bore the developed loads. 

The rapidity of erection depended, it was 
stated, on a system of manufacture, on mass 
production lines, of standard units. These 
were fabricated in a factory and transported 
direct to the site in daily consignments, 
Sheet metal was at first used in trough 
beams, grooved on the underside to receive 
the heads of partition units. It was now 
being developed into a complete system of 
steel construction. Beams and_ stanchions 
were formed of sheet metal sections electrically 
point-welded and filled with vibrated con- 
crete. That system was now being used on 
the current section of the work. Protection 
of the steelwork against oxidisation and 
fire was effected by painting with red lead or 
by metallisation, and surrounding the parts 
to be protected with precast units, which 
served as permanent centering to the small 
amount of poured concrete used. 

The system, it was claimed, resulted in 
astounding reductions in both the loads and 
the dimensions of the structural units, as 
well as the time required for their 
assemblage. The consequent formidable re- 
ductions in first cost would make the present 
attempts to achieve economies by mass pro- 
duction methods appear extremely timid by 
comparison.

BOOK REVIEW 


Housing and Slum Clearance in London. 
By HucH Quiciry and Ismay Go.piz. 
London.: Methuen and Co., Ltd. Price 
7s. 6d. net. 


This handbook deals with the housing 
problem generally, and selects London as a 
particular instance of general difficulties. 
Beginning with the Royal Commission of 
1884-85, it traces the development of the 
problem and the methods which have been 
adopted in attempting to solve it. So much 
has been written on the subject in recent 
years that it would be impossible to produce 
much that is original, but the opening chapter

on Housing in the Modern State is an 
admirable statement of the condition of 
thought that gave rise to slums during a 
period of unequalled prosperity. In contrast- 
ing the British with the Continental attitude, 
the author considers that ‘‘in this country 
the influence of sheer empiricism has always 
been paramount; a problem does not require 
fundamental treatment if a temporary solu- 
tion can be proposed, and the temporary 
solutions are piled on the top of each other; 
the problem becomes more and more involved, 
until only a revolutionary action can get back 
to the old simplicity.’’ British distrust of 
organisation and love of personal freedom 


might have worked well enough had the public. 


realised the nature of the problem it was 
attacking and had it understood that a wide 
vision, in the long run, makes for efficiency 
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all round. As things were, the policy of non- 
interference could not fail to be disastrous in 
pre-War England. Only rigid . organisation 
and a definite plan of campaign can save the 
situation to-day. The book is well written 
and threads its way successfully through the 
maze of Acts of Parliament, Reports on 
Housing, etc., which every year make the 
problem more bewildering. The general 
reader will, at least, get the impression that 
when the next era of prosperity arrives we 
shall have learned a lesson sufficient to enable 
us to keep clear of slum building, which 
means, in effect, that all building will ‘be 
rigidly controlled. There is a_ statistical 
appendix containing a good deal of informa- 
tion as to overcrowding, open spaces, inci- 
dence of unemployment, and the housing pro- 
vision that has been made during recent years.

Oil Dissharge—Means of Collection.

Smr,—The trouble your correspondent has 
experienced will be obviated, by forming a 
further settling tank as far’as possible away 
from the existing tank on the line of the out- 
let pipe to river. This will allow further cool- 
ing of the mixture, when the oil and water 
will separate. The lining of this tank with 
glazed ware would assist the cooling process. 

SETTLED. 


Smr,—The only really satisfactory way of 
removing all the oil would be to pass the 
exhaust steam through an oil separator. This 
would probably be more. expensive than the 
method which has been suggested, but the 
removal of all the oil would be certain. The 
method suggested in the sketch would only 
be partially successful; oil mixes with water 
to a certain extent; and the two cannot be 
completely separated, although if allowed to 
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stand for some time the bulk of the oil will 
rise to the top. A suitable oil separator could 
be obtained from the makers of the engine, 
or from any suppliers of steam fittings.

Red Sand Stone Cleaning Methods. 
[Answers To “ Firer,”’ June 29.] 

Srr,—The use of chemicals upon a stone 
face is dangerous, and the steam scrubber 
operated by specialists is still the safer pro 
cess, Generally, however, it is best to leave 
the stone face undisturbed, as a natural pro- 
tective skin forms in the course of years, 
which is the most satisfactory protection 
against weather. Usually the interest of the 
stone face is increased by the natural tone to 
which it weathers. Sorvuss. 

[In response to our correspondent’s ques- 
tion, Messrs. Szerelmey, Ltd., send us the 
following extract from a report by the Build- 
ing Research Station on the cleaning of stone- 
work :—‘ Three methods are frequently 
adopted : (1) Washing with plain water; (2) 
steam cleaning; (3) cleaning with chemical 
compounds, There is no doubt that the third 
method, which involves the use of chemicals, 
is definitely to be avoided, for although at 
first sight it may appear to be successful, in 
that a very clean appearance can be obtained, 
it is quite certain that in most cases the 
stone will subsequently deteriorate rapidly 
as a result of the treatment. The use of 
alkalies such as ‘soda ash,’ caustic soda or 
sodium peroxide, or of ‘soap powders’ or 
any preparation of undisclosed composition, 
which almost invariably contain alkalies, is 
especially dangerous and should never be 
allowed. Thorough washing with plain water 
is the safest method, and if a satisfactory 
result can be obtained with this, it should be 
used. The steam cleaning process has fallen 
into disrepute, largely owing to the custom of 
using chemicals in conjunction with it, but 
there is little doubt that this method can be 
safely used if the work is entrusted to a 
reputable firm and the use of all chemicals 
definitely prohibited.’’] 


Oil-Burning Heating Piants. 

[Answer to ‘' L. ann C.C.A..”” June 15.3 

Srr,—You publish a letter from the London 
und Counties Coke Association regarding the 
fuel cost of central heating and hot-water 
supply by means of oil, anthracite, and coke 
fuel. While not disputing the calorific value 
of the respective fuels, I hope ‘‘ Planner ’”’ 
will not assume that he is going to get 69,290 
B.T.U. out of coke against 39,240 B.T.U. 
out of oil for one penny in his boiler. The 
thermal efficiency of oil-fired and coke-fired 
plants may be equal for certain periods, but 
not when the coke fire is banked.up and the 
oil fire is out altogether, or if the coke fire 
is hand-fired by the caretaker. Regarding 
labour, it is stated that the irreducible mini- 
mum is one man who is wholly employed with 
coke and only partially employed with oil. 
The letter admits this. Gravity feed coke 
boilers are, as stated, a recent introduction 
and are not by any means perfect or auto- 
matic. Automatic coke firing is not yet 
possible owing to the abrasive nature of the 
fuel and the removal of clinker, which can 
be as high as 17 per cent. of the coke used. 
Semi-automatic coal firing is practicable, and 
there are several English stokers on the 
market. In conclusion, the Association have 
stressed the point of ‘‘ home-produced fuel.” 
Apart from the fact that the oil companies 
are employing British capital and labour both 
at home and abroad, there is quite a lot of 
‘*home-produced oil’’ about already, and 
very large quantities will be available shortly. 
Coke is not the most wonderful fuel in the 
world, nor can it be 43 per cent. more effi- 
cient than any other, and such statements 
are misleading and do more harm than good. 
T hold no brief for any particular fuel, but 
T do believe in fair play as to their respec- 
tive merits.

A Scottish Housing Bill. 

Mr. N. Macrean asked the Secretary of 
State for Scotland whether he could state 
when he proposed to introduce the new Hous- 
ing Bill for Scotland. 

Mr. SKELTON said that his right hon. friend 
proposed to introduce the Bill next session. 
The object of the Bill would be to stimulate 
the erection of houses which could be let at 
rents within the means of people living in 
overcrowded conditions who could not afford 
to pay ordinary rents. 


Slum Clearance. 

Mr. Fremine asked the Minister of Health 
whether he had anything further to report 
concerning the committee which he intended 
to set up to consider the construction of tene- 
ment buildings or flats on slum sites which 
had been cleared or are to be cleared. 

Srr Hitron Younc said that.the constitu- 
tion of the committee was now on the point 
of completion and he hoped to be able to 
announce its membership and terms of re- 
ference in the course of the next few days. 


Dovedale Preservation. 

Mr. Manver asked the Minister of Health 
if he would state the present position with 
regard to the formation of a joint —— 
committee between the Staffordshire an 
Derbyshire County Councils for the preser- 
vation of Dovedale. 

Sm Hizton Youn said he understood that 
at a recent conference of local authorities in 
Derbyshire, called by the Derbyshire County 
Council, a decision was taken to form a joint 
planning committee for an area comprising 
the portion of Dovedale which is in Derby- 
shire. So far as he was aware the two 
County Councils had not yet discussed the 
question of combining. 


Housing (Financial Provisions) Act. 

Mr. Manane asked the Minister of Health 
if he could now state the number of houses 
erected under the Housing (Financial Pro- 
visions) Act, 1933, which were in occupation 
or ready for occupation. 

Sm Huron Youne said that figures show- 
ing the precise number of houses erected with 
guarantees under Section 2 of the Act of 1933 
which were now occupied or ready for occu- 
pation were not available, but up to March 31, 
1934, guarantees had been given in respect of 
1,631 ‘houses. 


Waterloo Bridge. 

Sim W. Davison asked the Prime Minister 
whether he was now in a position to inform 
the House of the decision of the law officers 
of the Crown as to whether the London 
County Council were legally entitled to dis- 
regard the twice-expressed opinion of Par- 
lament that Waterloo Bridge should not 
be pulled down. ; 

Ma. Batpwin, who replied, said that it 
was a long-established rule that the ip 
of the law officers were confidential, and 
must not be disclosed, but he would point 
out in any case that a decision in the matter 
could only be pronounced by a court of law. 

Sm W. Davison: ‘‘In view of the fact 
that Parliament has on two occasions come 
to a decision on this matter, is the right 
hon. gentleman aware that the Act under 
which the London County Council are acting 
as a highway authority deals only with the 
reparation and widening of bridges, and that 
it is only when a bridge is wholly incapable 
of repair that they are entitled to pull it 
down; and is he aware that the Council 
themselves are estopped from alleging that, 
in view of the fact that they have proposed 
in the present year to recondition it?” 

Mr. Batpwrn : “ With regard to the first 
point, what the House, as I-wnderstand it, 
did was to say that unless a certain course 
was pursued no grant would be allowed on 


-the vote for the Money Bill. With regard 


to the latter part, I. think it may, perhaps, 
simplify matters if I state that the Govern- 
ment have no intention of proceeding any 
further with the matter.”

MORE ESSAYS ON BUILDING SUBJECTS 


By J. R. TAYLOR. 


WELL SINKING FOR SMALL BUILDINGS 
(1) 

Tue drought of last year, and its continu- 
ance to the time of writing, has been, and is, 
a very serious matter for a large number of 
small property owners and _ occupiers, 
dependent on shallow wells. . 

In rural areas the gieat majority of 
privately owned wells are shallow, for the cost 
of sinking, lining and fitting up a deep well 
is such that it tends to sterilise an otherwise 
suitable site for building purposes. For the 
moment we are using the terms ‘‘ deep”’ and 
*‘ shallow ’’ as though they had not a tech- 
nical meaning at variance with ordinary 
usage, when employed to describe a well. 
Curiously enough, a ‘‘deep’’ well may be 
comparatively shallow and a “ shallow ” very 
deep when the words are given their technical 
meaning. A well supplied by surface water— 
that is, water held up by the first impervious 
stratum met with below surface level — has 
seldom a greater depth than 30 ft., and 
not infrequently the depth is as little as 
10 ft. It is the owners of these very shallow 
wells who are at present so hardly hit. To 
deepen a well that has been in existence for 
a considerable time is not a light undertaking, 
for many of them are lined with brickwork 
laid dry, which on examination is found to 
have bulgedy. and which more or Jess shows 
signs of decay. ° But the most common of all 
faults is to be found in bad siting, leading to 
contamination. 

In earlier times people seem to have been 
less particular about the construction and 
siting of wells from the point of view of avoid- 
ance of contamination, and in rural areas 
there is still a good deal of careless disregard 
of this matter. Fortunately, Nature seems 
to make a special effort to fit us for survival, 
giving us qualities of resistance to unfavour- 
able environment and adverse circumstance. 
In no other way can we account for the seem- 
ing immunity from the worst effects of 
drinking impure water shown by the country- 
man as compared with the townsman. At 
all events, wells constructed of dry bricks 
laid with open joints, situated close to the 
house for convenience, and surrounded by a 
network of leaky drains, are very commonly 
met with in rural districts. 

In this article we do not propose to deal 
with well sinking to great depths, for that is 
work which is best left to the specialist, who 
has the necessary tackle. What we are here 
concerning ourselves with is the sinking of a 
well in the expectation of finding an ample 
supply of water for a cottage or other small 
building within a depth of some 30 ft. 
Unless this is more than probable, the project 
of building would often be abandoned as far 
as a given site is concerned. This is work 
which is usvally within the compass of a 
small builder. Under such circumstances the 
first question likely to arise is whether 
aid is needed from either the professional well- 
sinker with his drill, or the water-diviner with 
his hazel twig. A local builder should, and 
usually does, know enough about a district 
within which he operates to say at least 
whether he thinks he needs help. Very often 
the surroundings will be such that he can 
decide to go on unaided, with something akin 
to certainty that water will be found within 
a stipulated depth. 

The cast concrete tube of large diameter 
has made the sinking of wells through clay, 
gravel, sand, and even running sand a much 
simpler matter than dropping in a brick 
lining. Intelligent builders’ labourers can, 
under direction, usually carry out the entire 
work. -except that of fixing the pump. 
Working all the time within the pipes, the 
man doing the digging is safe, save perhaps 
where an exceptional depth of running sand 
is suddenly met with. This danger is 


avoided if trial is made from time to time 





with a crowbar as the well is deepened. Up 
to six feet deep the soil can be thrown out; 
after that some sort of hoisting tackle is 
needed, and usually this may be improvised. 
A set of three legs, rubbish wheel and fall 
rope, with a bucket or two, will serve, but 
a jack-roll is of great assistance in deep 
work, and much larger buckets can then be 
used. The jack-roll also serves other pur- 
poses, as is presently indicated. A pipe, 
forty-two inches internal diameter, affords 
sufficient room for a man to work in, and 
if three feet long it will weigh some seven 
hundredweight, which is about as much as 
can be conveniently handled without special 
tackle. The pipes should have flush joints 
(ogee), for projecting collars would prevent 
them travelling downwards as the a is re- 
moved. After about two feet has been dug 
the first pipe should be placed in position 
and carefully plumbed. The end which 
affords a cutting edge should be placed 
downwards, and the outside surface of the 
pipes should be well smeared with soft soap 
so as to reduce friction. The temptation to 
enlarge the bore of the excavation should be 
resisted, as also that of travelling too far 
ahead of the penetration of the pipe. When 
two pipes have been entered, it may be 
necessary to load the third in order to keep 
moving, but usually, if a liberal dose of 
water is poured round the outside of the 
pipes at any sign of sticking, they will soon 
begin to move again. After a third pipe has 
been added, the weight will be such as to 
overcome frictional resistance readily. Un- 
til water is reached, or wet sand, the job 
is but a matter of repetition, pipe being 
placed on pipe as the work proceeds. 

When water is reached—that is coming 
from sand or gravel—it is necessary to 
ascertain the thickness of the vein. If it 
is a shallow vein, probing with a bar will 
discover the hard ground below. At. this 
stage it is necessary to determine whether 
it will yield a supply of sufficient volume, 
and here we have the reason for the failure 
in times of drought of so many shallow wells. 
The requirements of a cottager are modest, 
and up to this stage the outlay is probabiy 
small, and the owner-to-be optimistic. It 
is, however, desirable to go on sinking until 
hard ground is met with and entered, for 
if the tube become temporarily a “ dumb ”’ 
well, it will be an advantage, in that the 
remainder of the work to be done will be 
easier, and the conditions pleasanter. If, 
however, the water cannot by this means 
be temporarily excluded, pumping will have 
to be resorted to in order to keep it at a 
low level; at comparatively shallow depths 
with an inflow not of great volume, the pump 
that is ultimately to be fixed may be rigged 
up temporarily and will serve the purpose. 
But if water and sand are both to be with- 
drawn a contractor’s pump, hand-operated 
or petrol-driven, may prove to be economical. 

Having entered the bottom pipe into clay 
lying below the water and temporarily sealed 
up the end, the flow many be tested by 
drilling a hole through the side’ of the 
pipe. If near the bottom the pressure is 
satisfactory, another hole should be drilled 
through at a higher point, the first one being 
plugged temporarily. By this means the 
water level at the time of sinking can! bé 
roughly proved, and the probable depth of 
water in the finished well be ascertained. 

It may here be said that wells normally 
containing six feet of water, and that have 
not failed during previous dry seasons, have, 
in some cases, this year run dry. But it 
may be that though these wells usually are 
holding six feet of water, this in most cases 
has not indicated a six foot water bearing 
vein. In other words, the well shaft has 
penetrated into the impervious strata, the 
object sought being the collection of a re- 
serve from a slow running vein. Into some 
wells water merely enters in driblets, and 
it is necessary to collect it through the 
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night, to get a sufficient supply for each 
day. If our supply of water be of this 


character, the only alternative to sinking to 
a sufficient depth in the clay or other im- 
permeable strata for a collecting chamber, is 
to drill down until a lower water bearing 
stratum is reached, and this may add very 
much to the cost of the work. As, how- 
ever, we are for the moment assuming that 
we are operating in a district commonly 
served by shallow wells, we may leave this 
point for later consideration. Subject to the 
impervious strata we have reached being 
other than rock, it will, however, be worth 
while to carry down the concrete tubes to 
as great a depth as may be readily obtained, 
thereby assuring a good reserve of water. 
When we have entered the impervious strata 
our well will be temporarily a ‘‘ dumb” 
well, in that no water will, for the time 
being, get inside it; consequently we can 
dry it out, put in the floor and fix the 
pump tail pipe, and complete the ‘inside 
work before drilling the sides and letting in 
the water. The two drillings before referred 
to will have been temporarily plugged up. 

Many of the old wells have flag bottoms, 
and in some cases the flags are pushed well 
out beyond the rim as a footing course. But 
having, in our case, reached a bottom other 
than rock, through which we do not expect 
water to penetrate upwards, we may concrete 
it and, if desirable, the concrete may ex- 
tend outwards beyond the rim. We are 
then ready to fix the pump tail-pipe and 
the pump itself if the depth of the well be 
some thirty feet. Theoretically, with a per- 
fect vacuum, atmospheric pressure will 
balance a column of water a little over 
thirty feet high, but the attainment and 
preservation of a perfect vacuum cannot, 
under working conditions, be expected. 
Ordinarily, the height of the pump barrel 
should not exceed 27 ft., measured to the 
bottom end of the tail pipe. Normally there 
may be a much less depth from pump barrel 
to the water surface in the well, but our 
calculations must be based on the possibility 
of the well being nearly emptied in time 
of drought. The tail-pipe should be fitted 
with a strainer and a foot-valve. The pur- 
pose of the foot-valve is to maintain the 
height of water in the tail-pipe, so as to 
get a yield at almost the first stroke of 
the handle or turn of the wheel. The 
presence of a foot-valve will have a bearing 
on the arrangement and assembling of the 
tail-pipe. If a foot-valve be six feet under 
water, adjustments cannot be made with- 
out either lowering the water level, or 
lifting out the tail-pipe, if it be all in one 
piece. It is therefore advisable to put in 
a platform a little above high water mark, 
and put a union on the tail-pipe, so that 
a short length can be removed. In the old 
wells. platforms of timber were commonly 
used, though sometimes cast-iron joists were 
employed; to-day we naturally turn to 
reinforced concrete. aS 

Before going further with our description 
of well-sinking operations where the water 
thus obtained will constitute the sole supply, 
it may be worth while to suggest that it is 
often desirable to sink a few pipes with the 
object of obtaining a supplementary store. 
Very noticeably at the present time, when 
the ordinary supply through the mains has 
to be curtailed, and water for certain pur- 
poses be denied, householders are unaware 
that there is an underground supply at no 
very great depth below the surface of their 
gardens. As we have already said, the con- 
crete tube makes it possible to excavate to 
considerable depths -with such safety, that 
the work can be carried out by any intelli- 
gent labourer, and, consequently, a_ shaft 
may be sunk and lined to a depth of 20 ft. 
in ordinary ground, at a cost that at all 
events an enthusiastic gardener might not 
consider prohibitive. Even were water not 
thus found the money spent would not be 
altogether wasted were rainwater drains 
diverted to a dumb well, and as it seems 
probable that water will hardly be in normal 
supply either this year or next, such a 
project may commend itself to some of our 
readers.

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BUILDING INDUSTRIES’ 
NATIONAL COUNCIL 


DEPUTATION TO THE MINISTRY OF 
HEALTH. 


A DEPUTATION from the Building Industries’ 
National Council was received on June 29 by 
the Parliamentary Secretary of the Ministry 
of Health (Mr. G. H. Shakespeare, M.P.). 
The deputation, introduced by Lord Amul- 
ree, consisted of :—

Materials Manufacturers’ and Suppliers’ 
Committee. 

Mr. I. Ernest Jones and Mr. H. B. Bryant. 

In introducing the deputation, Lord 
Amulree emphasised that the Building Indus- 
tries’ National Council is a non-political body 
fully representative of all sides of building 
activity, and is doing valuable work in many 
ways in the public interest. Instances are 
the modernising of by-laws, the standardisa- 
tion of practice in the matters of lifts and 
escalators, sanitation, fire prevention, etc. ; 
the standardisation of building materials and 
the evolution of the system of ‘‘time and 
progress schedules,” by which the orderli- 
ness of building operations, as well as the 
speed of production, has been enhanced to a 
remarkable extent. The present purpose of 
the Council was to call attention to a num- 
ber of factors which, in the past, had caused 
the housing policies of successive Govern- 
ments to fall short of their full realisation, 
and, by ‘‘boom and slump’’ conditions, had 
at the same time dislocated the building in- 
dustry. The Council asked that the Govern- 
ment should take all possible steps to miti- 
gate fluctuations in demand, and in this 
connection it was suggested that the Govern- 
ment ought, when its policy had been deter- 
mined, to consult the industry in regard to 
the methods to be adopted in carrying it out. 

Members of the deputation explained in 
detail the effects of earlier Government 
policy in producing sudden and exaggerated 
fluctuations in demand for the services of 
the industry, and pointed out the harmful 
results to each section of the industry, to 
the industry as a whole and to the interests 
of the — in general. They suggested that 
it is of great importance to ensure that the 
several factors determining the capacity of 
the industry to carry out the tasks imposed 
upon it should be properly balanced, so that 
essential work should not be held up because 
a sudden increase in demand in a particular 
locality caused the supplies of either labour 
or materials or professional services to be 
found disproportionate. It was evidently 
uneconomic to persist in encouragement of 
spasmodic demands instead of planning a 
steady flow of work. Provided that the 
Government would supply clear -information 
as to its projected schemes, the Building In- 
dustries National Council was willing to do 
its part in assisting the Government by advis- 
ing as to the practicability of the schemes and 
the rate at which they should be attempted. A 
proper appreciation of all the factors in rela- 
tion to the balance of supply of labour or 
materials or professional assistance at any 
given time could be made by nobody outside 
its own ranks, and it was prepared to hold 
itself ready to examine any statement of 
Government policy for the purpose of en- 
abling pitfalls to be foreseen and avoided. 
The industry was just as keen as_ the 
Minister to abolish slums and: overcrowding, 
but it had serious doubts whether, in the 
absence of an organised method of ensuring 
a steady flow of work, the objective could 
be obtained. Indeed, the industry desired 
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the Minister to understand that it could 


accept no responsibility in the event of failure 
of his programme. 

The Parliamentary Secretary, in reply, 
stated that his department appreciated the 
importance of the problem to which the depu- 
tation called attention, but he frankly ex- 
plained the difficulties in the way of making 
accurate forecasts, particularly in the matter 
of private enterprise developments. In so 
far as the Ministry itself was able to secure 
anticipatory information, the Minister would 
be pleased to make this available to the Build- 
ing. Industries National Council and would 
welcome any assistance that Council was able 
to give in the way of advice, to the end that 
his programme might be carried out in a 
manner which would, as far as possible, en- 
sure an even flow of work and would cause 
the least possible disturbance to the building 
industry, The Parliamentary Secretary under- 
took to report to the Minister of Health. 


RURAL WATER SUPPLY 
AND HOUSING 


Statement by Minister of Health. 

Sm E. Hirton Younea, Minister of Health, 
speaking on June 26 at the annual conference 
of the Rural District Councils’ Association, 
dealt with the questions of rural water sup- 
plies and housing. In the course of his 
speech, referring to water supplies, he said 
the present Government determined that the 
time was ripe for special action by which 
Exchequer assistance could be made specially 
available for rural water supplies and for 
them only. By the Act passed this session, 
a capital sum of £1,000,000 had been made 
available from the Exchequer for grant 
towards this object. Applications tor 
grant under the new Act had so far 
been received from 104 rural district 
councils, affecting 530 parishes in their 
districts, for schemes of an estimated capital 
value of over £1,531,000; everything was 
being done at the Ministry to deal with those 
applications sympathetically and expedi- 
tiously, and although the Act had ouly heen 
on the statute book three months, schemes 
of an estimated cost of £356,000 had already 
been provisionally approved for grant. 

Referring to clearance programmes under 
the Housing Act, 1930, the Minister said 86 
per cent. of the 535 Rural District Councils 
in the country had sent in comprehensive 
programmes of work to be done under the 
Act or had satisfied the Ministry that they 
were in the happy position of having no 
houses which needed to be demolished in 
their districts. In the few remaining districts 
the programmes were still under discussion 
(though in many of those cases work had in 
the meantime been started on an instalment 
pending the settlement of the programme as 4 
whole), but the programmes which had 
already been sent in afforded a clear idea 
of the size of the problem confronting rural 
district councils as a whole. The number of 
houses included in the programmes for demo- 
lition was 32,068, and 28,299 new houses were 
to be built to replace them. 

About 12,000 houses in rural districts had 
been made fit as a result of action under the 
Act of 1930, since it came into operation. 
and about 31,500 as a result of informal 
notices preliminary to formal action. At the 
same time a very large number of defects 
were remedied annually under the Public 
Health Acts, the figure for 1932, the lates: 
year for which particulars were available, 
being over 9,000, while in that year about 
35,000 further houses were made fit as a re- 
sult of informal action on the part of councils 
and their officers. 

Though the figures for the quarter ended 
March 31 last showed some improvement, the 
amount of work done under the Housing 
(Rural Workers) Acts remained unsatisfac- 
tory, whether the area ‘considered was one 
in which the Acts were administered by the 
county council or the rural district council. 
The latest figures showed that the number 
of dwellings reconditioned under those Acts 
in Scotland was still double what it was in 
this country. 





THE ROAD TRAFFIC BILL 


In two recent articles (November 3, 1933, 
and January 5, 1934) we have drawn atten- 
tion to the lack of any real security to third 
parties injured in motor accidents by reason 
of the conditions permissible in policies 
issued to the owners, and in our brief notice 
of the Road Traffic Bill (April 20 last) we 
expressed regret that this question was not 
dealt with more thoroughly in the Bill. The 
Bill passed its third reading on June 29 and 
we are glad to say that at the last moment 
the Solicitor-General introduced an amend- 
ment to Clause 9, which had only dealt with 
a restriction based on the condition of the 
vehicle, largely extending the effect of the 
clause. The new clause now reads: Where 
a certificate of insurance has been delivered 
under Sub-section (5) of Section 36 of the 
principal Act to the person by whom a policy 
has been effected, so much of the policy as 
purports to restrict the insurance of the 
persons insured thereby by reference to any 
of the following matters, shall be of no effect. 
‘* (a) The age or physical or mental condi- 
tion of persons driving the vehicle; (6) the 
condition of the vehicle; (c) the number of 
persons carried in the vehicle; (d) the weight 
or physical characteristics of the goods car- 
ried in the vehicle; (e) the times at which 
or the areas within which the vehicle is 
used; (f) the horse power or value of the 
vehicle; (g) the carrying on the vehicle of 
any particular apparatus; (h) the carrying 
on the vehicle of any particular means of 
identification other than any means of iden- 
tification required to be carried by or under 
the Roads Act, 1920.” 

During the debate on the third reading, 
various suggestions were made as to other 
exceptions in policies which should be 
brought with this clause, and the Solicitor- 
General promised careful consideration of 
these, some of which he might be able to 
meet, but at any rate those exceptions: now 
brought within the clause represent a wel- 
come first instalment. 


BRITISH STANDARD 
SPECIFICATIONS 


Tue British Standards Institution is adopt- 
ing a new method of [isting those of its 
specifications which apply to building and 
its allied trades, and has recently issued a 
new publication under the title ‘‘ Schedule of 
British Standard Specifications Applicable to 
Building Works’’ (reference C.D. 4,000), 
setting forth the specifications under the 
usual trade headings in the order adopted in 
general specifications for building works. 
The British Standards Institution, with the 
co-operation of the professional institutions 
and trade organisations, is circulating the 
schedule widely among constructors. 

There are now as many as 200 British 
Standard Specifications available to the 
building industry, many of which, it is felt, 
are not.fully known. The Building Divi- 
sional Council, under whose supervision the 
new schedule has been prepared, is of the 
opinion that the pamphlet will be of con- 
siderable value to those engaged in building 
and its allied trades, particularly to engineers 
and surveyors of local authorities, in view 
of the issue recently by the Minister of 
Health of revised Standing Orders (Circular 
No. 1,388), relating to the use of B.S. Speci- 
fications, by enabling them, when drawing 
up their specifications, to refer quickly te 
the references of the appropriate B.S. Speci- 
fications instead of, as at present, having to 
look through the whole of the general index 
Moreover, it is felt that in taking this step 
people will become more fully acquainted 
with the number of specifications available 
really useful to the building industry, and 
will be encouraged to make greater use of 
them.

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BUILDING SCIENCE 


Tue following paragraphs are based on 
abstracts in the May issue of Building Science 
Abstracts, and serve to indicate the nature 
and variety of the information offered to 
readers. 


Housing. ° 
In view of the ever-growing interest 
in, and more active attack on, the social, 


hygienic and economic problems associated 
with slum clearance and the better housing 
of the working classes, attention is directed 
to a publication which finds mention in 
Abstract No. 828. This refers to a German 
brochure entitled ‘‘ Building Research. 
Final report on the experimental housing 
schemes at Frankfort-on-Main, Praunheim 
and Westhausen (Bauforschungen. Absch- 
liessender Bericht iiber die Versuchssied- 
lungen Frankfort a. Main-Praunheim und 
Westhausen),’”’ in which a very detailed 
report is presented on extensive studies 
carried out in connection with two large 
German housing schemes, in which the 
buildings were constructed of pre-cast pumice 
concrete and-~- other light-weight concrete 
units manufactured in a central factory. 
The . summarises at considerable 
length the experience gained in the plan- 
ning and laying out of such schemes, and 
in the design of the most suitable types of 
buildings and flats as regards the comfort 
and health of their occupants. In addition, 
a mass of data is presented on the results 
obtained in investigations of the properties 
of the various elements used in the con- 
struction of the buildings. Slabs of various 
types were tested for moisture content, 
moisture movements, strength, heat-insu- 
lating properties, and other important 
characteristics. Voluminous data are also 
presented on the costs, the design, the con- 
structional methods and the behaviour of 
the buildings in use. Several references 
are given to other published descriptions of 
the work carried out on these housing 
schemes. 

Abstract No. 806 briefly refers to ‘‘ Model 
Byelaws. IV. New streets and buildings 
(Urban Series),’’ issued by the Ministry of 
Health, in which model byelaws for the 
uidance of local authorities are given in 
full for large towns, industrial areas and 
other thickly populated districts. 


Reinforced Concrete. 


The nature and properties of reinforced 
concrete and the typical forms of elements 
such as slabs, beams, columns, walls and 
frames are dealt with generally in the 
introductory section of ‘‘ The fundamentals 
of reinforced concrete construction (Grund- 
lagen des Eisenbefonbaues),’’ by A. Troche. 
This is followed by a detailed consideration 
of the relevant materials and the strength 
and elastic properties of concrete and rein- 
forced concrete. Several pages are devoted 
to a description of the causes and effects 
of the stresses set up by shrinkage during 
setting, and by temperature and humidity 
changes. A final section, the longest in the 
manual, deals with the fundamentals of 
the theory and design of reinforced con- 
crete structures (Abstract No. 784). 


Steel Construction. 


** Second Report of the Steel Structures 
Research Committee.”” This important re- 
port has already been widely noticed in the 
press, so that no more need be said here 
than that the May.issue of Building Science 
Abstracts contains, in addition to a summary 
of the Committee’s report (Abstract No. 787), 
informative abstracts of the individual 
papers reporting on the work carried out by 
various investigators. (Abstracts Nos. 755-7, 
787-95). 


Industrial Buildings. 


“The fundamentals of factory and steel 
construction (Grundziige des Fabrikund 
Stahlbaues),”” by <A. Weiske and H. 





Nowsky. The third edition of this im- 
portant German textbook consists of two 
parts, the first of which is devoted to a 
detailed consideration of the design and 
construction of industrial buildings in stone 
masonry, reinforced concrete, timber and 
steel. Here the practical aspects of foun- 
dation soils and foundations are discussed, 
and illustrated descriptions demonstrate the 
design and construction of various types of 
buildings. In addition, a lengthy chapter 
deals with the practical aspects of the lay- 
out of factories, and with their natural and 
artificial lighting, heating, ventilation and 
fire protection, as well as with the arrange- 
ment of workshops and the _ conditions 
conducive to the welfare of workers. The 
second part of the manual is concerned 
exclusively with large steel-framed build- 
ings, and includes a discussion of the 
statics and strength of such structures, the 
properties of structural steels, protection 
against corrosion and fire, bolted, riveted 
and welded joints, and the design and con. 
struction of framed buildings and large 
travelling cranes (Abstract No. 810). 


Bridges. 
Two recent German publications should 
be of interest and value to the bridge 


engineer. ‘‘ The construction and design of 
bridges (Bau und Berechnung von 
Briicken),”” by W. Mittasch and K. 
Braunig. Here an _ introductory chapter 


reviewing the history of bridge design and 
construction leads to detailed descriptions 
of the design and construction of railway 
and road bridges in reinforced concrete, 
masonry and steel, each of these types 
being dealt with at considerable length in 
three separate sections. A very large num- 
ber of dimensioned and other drawings 
illustrates various structural elements and 
completed bridges. In the section devoted 
to steel bridges, particular attention is paid 


to welded structures and to movable 
bridges of different types. In all cases, the 
properties and costs of the various 
structural materials are brought into 


consideration, and, in a final section, the 
fundamentals of structural design in their 
application to bridges are set forth (Ab- 
straet No. 841) 


‘‘Mechanical Vibrations in Bridges 
(Mechanische Schwingungen der Briicken).’’ 
Issued by the German Railway Company, 
this manual sets forth in considerable detail 
the theory of vibrations in structures and the 
practice of their measurement. Considerable 
attention is devoted to the actual technique 
of vibration measurements, and a valuable 
feature of the book consists in the numerous 
plans and illustrations which are given of 
mechanical, optical and yelectrical vibration 
measuring instruments. One chapter is 
specially concerned with the measurement of 
vibrations in road and railway bridges. 


Building Materials. 


“* Building Materials ’’ (Baustoffkunde), by 
M. Girndt. This German textbook consists of 
nine sections dealing comprehensively with 
the sources, methods of manufacture, uses and 
behaviour in buildings of practically all of 
the materials used in building construction. 
(1) Wood.—This section covers felling, season- 
ing and wood working, wood decay and its 
prevention, fireproofing, the principal build- 
ing timbers. commercial sizes, wood fibre 
boards, and methods of testing wood. 
(2) Natural Stone.—Here the properties most 
desirable in a building stone are discussed, 
and consideration is given to the classification 
of stone, quarrying and stone working, 
weather resistance, fire resistance, testing. 
(3) Mortar and Concrete.—A lengthy section 
deals in detail with limes and cements, mor- 
tars, pozzolanic materials, concrete, its 
making, placing and curing, the principles 
of reinforced concrete construction, light- 
weight concrete, concrete pigments, mag- 
nesium oxychloride cement, terrazzo, and fire 
resistant mortars. (4) Artificial Stone.—The 
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raw materials and the manufacture of heavy 
clay products are considered at some length, 
and this section also includes descriptions of 
the methods of manufacture of cast stone, 
sand-lime brick, asbestos-cement and similar 
products, as well as a discussion of efflo- 
rescences and other defects in walling. 
(5) Metals.—The characteristics and _pro- 
perties of the metals used in building are 
generally discussed. (6) Glass.—The subject 
of glass is similarly treated. (7) Bitumens 
and Tars.—A general discussion of the pro- 
perties of bitumens, asphalts and tars prefaces 
a consideration of these materials in their 
uses in road construction, in the manufacture 
of roof coverings, and as protective coatings. 
(8) Floor and Wall Coverings.—The manu- 
facture and properties of linoleum, lincrusta 
and similar materials are described. (9) 
Paints and Fillers—The essential properties 
of building paints are discussed as well as the 
causes and prevention of paint failures.

Earthquake-Resistant Construction. 


‘“Dynamics of — Earthquake - Resistant 
Structures,’ by J. J. Creskoff. With few 
exceptions the design of earthquake- 
resistant structures has, hitherto, been based 
on statical assumptions, but in this manual 
the relevant problems are discussed purely 
from the dynamical aspect. A consideration 
of seismic phenomena and of the dynamics 
of earthquake motion leads to a discussion 
of their relationship to the deflections of 
beams due to moment and shear, and the 
free and forced vibrations of slender beams. 
Turning then to the distribution of seismic 
shears and moments in a structure, the prac- 
tical application of the theoretical assump- 
tions is considered with regard to actual 
buildings and the earthquake-resistant design 
of skyscrapers. Two examples of this system 
of design are worked out numerically 
(Abstract No. 802).
